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Continuation of 3. NOTE: 

Applicant introduces the use of soft-key in independent claims 1, 16. 27, and 28. Therefore, further consideration and search would 
be required for this limitation that was introduced in this amendment after final. 



Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

Applicant argues that Rogers does not disclose one device in the system passing information to another separate device. After 
further consideration, Examiner respectfully submits that the above is not recited in the claims. Claim 1 recites "the information received 
from said CSRS originates from said calling party", and the cited passage from Rogers (col. 1 1 , lines 33-37) teaches the DSP 208 is part 
of the call management computer 101 received information from the calling party 118, hence the cited passage reads on the claimed 
limitation. That is, the claimed CSRS reads on the call management computer 101. 

Applicant argues that Rogers does not disclose custom / customizable messages. Examiner respectfully disagees. Rogers does 
teach customized messages (col. 23, lines 29-34 and col. 31, lines 60-65). 

Lastly, It is noted that the GUI recited in the claims that is electronically coupled to the CSRS is not shown in any of the Figures. (37
